The Bible and the Bibleless 
Original Americans

OHN Exio7’s translation of the New Testament into 
J the language of the Massachusetts Indians pre- 
dates even the American Bible Society. It is not sur- 
prising, therefore, that the first Scripture published 
by the Society, other than English, was for Indians. 
It was for the Delaware Indians and was printed but 
two years after the Society was founded. 

The Delawares, like the Massachusetts Indians, 
have long since been assimilated into our culture, so 
there is no longer need for their languages. Some- 
where between this extreme and that represented by 
the Navahos, for whom the New Testament will soon 
be completed, stand all of the Indian tribes in Amer- 
ica. Ihe American Bible Society has sought to pro- 
vide Scriptures to fit the specific need of each tribe, 
either in their own tongue—in diglot versions with 
English—or in English alone, depending upon their 
advancement. The importance of this progression 
cannot be overemphasized. Dr. G. E. E. Lindquist, 
a leading authority on American Indians, says that 
the only Indians who have made real progress in 
Christianity are those who have had the Scriptures 
in their own languages. 

Scriptures available for Indians make now only a 
small list. But as the need arises, as new translations 
are made and as old ones are revised, the American 
Bible Society will continue to serve the thirty-six 
denominations working in over four hundred Indian 
mission stations in America. ‘The following languages 
are still in print and available from the Society: 
Cherokee, Cheyenne, Choctaw, Cree, Hopi, Iro- 
quois, Muskogee (Creek-Seminole), Navaho and 
Ojibwa (Chippewa). 

Despite the constant and persuasive missionary 
effort of the Churches, there are only about 30,000 
Protestant Indians among the more than 400,000 in 
America. The remaining 370,000 are a fertile field for 
planting the seed of the Word. 

That the Bible is effective has been shown again 
and again. I cannot recall how many Indian pastors 
have said something like this to me: “It was reading 
the Word of God that won me to Christ and called 
me to the Christian ministry.” 

I have seen a pueblo Indian literally “forsake all” 
to follow the Master. He gave up the security of his 
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share in the pueblo and farm lands because he reag¢ 
the Word of Life; he was driven out when he becamé¢ 
a Christian. 

Many a missionary has witnessed the Navaho cus 
tom of carrying a desperately ill person outside the 
hogan (house) to die. It isn’t that they love thei 
family less, but that they have not yet learned that 
the Love of God is present even at death. Ana 
they can learn—and they must learn. The Gospel ig 
not foreign to their experience; their land is similar fe 
Palestine. They are a shepherd people who immedi 
ately catch the full significance of the Parables, oned 
they have heard them. fe | 

You should attend, as have I, an out-of-door sery+ 
ice for these original Americans. Around the_ oper 
fire gather the faithful nucleus. As the missionary 
reads or tells the beautiful Gospel story, you feel 
beyond the range of light from the campfire, the 
movement of people. Some are sitting beyond sigh 
on the irrigation ditch; behind them a number on 
horseback, their presence given away by a prancing

_ Society alone has put Gospels, New Testaments 
and Bibles in the Japanese language in the hands 
of move than ten million (10,000,000) people in 
that country. Tens of thousands in Japan will 
observe Christmas because they have the Bible. 


hristmas in Korea: 
There are millions of Christians in Korea who 
know and love the Bible. In spite of poverty, 
privations and desolation in this land, the Birth 
of Christ will be observed. In many cases their 
Bibles have been destroyed through the ravages 
of war and through the shifting of the popula- 
tion. These Christians are turning eagerly and 
hopefully to the American Bible Society to re- 
place their lost Books. Even without their Bibles 
they still have the Christ child in their hearts, 
and Christmas will be widely observed in Korea. 


hristmas in Africa: 
_ ‘There are areas in this vast continent that are 
in a state of political and economic confu- 
sion. Rebellion and bloodshed exist in some parts 
of this continent. Dotted all over this land, how- 
ever. there are groups of Christian people speak- 
ing many languages and dialects; they have 
* their Bibles and know and believe the Christian 
message. And all over this so-called “Dark Con- 
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Christmas Around the World 


tinent’’? Christmas will be observed because the 
Churches and the Bible Societies have made the 
story of Christ known. Wherever the Bible is, 
there will be Christmas. 


Christmas in Europe: 


Heavy clouds of uncertainty and possible disas- 
ter hang over all of this continent, but there is no 
country in all of Europe where the Bible has not 
penetrated into the languages and dialects of the 
people; and because of this, Christmas will be 
observed in Europe. Let us pray for a new sense 
of the meaning of this season to come to our 
Christian brethren in all of Europe. They have 
the Bible in their many different languages. 


Christmas in India: 


This vast subcontinent is the home of large and 
conflicting religious groups. ‘There is an unprece- 
dented opportunity for Christian evangelism in 
this country. It is estimated that more than a 
million persons in India are becoming literate 
each year. The Christian Churches of many 
lands and the national Bible Societies are mak- 
ing the Christian Gospel available for these new 
literates. In thousands of spots all over this vast 
country Christmas will be observed. 


Christmas in Other Places: 


Space does not permit the listing of all the coun- 
tries around the world where the Bible has been 
made available. ‘There is probably no country in 
all the world, large or small, where Christmas 
will not be observed. ‘The Bible has truly reached 
into the uttermost parts of the world. And where 
the Bible is, there will be Christmas. 


Christmas in Our Hearts: 


We who know the meaning of Christmas, who 
worship in our churches and who sing our 
Christmas hymns and carols, let us remember 
those less fortunate. Let us make Christmas 
come to more hearts all over the world by send- 
ing out more Bibles, Testaments and Gospels 
through our American Bible Society. Where 
there is no Bible there is no Christmas. 


GOOD, MEANINGFUL CHRISTMAS TO THE BIBLE SOCIETY FAMILY! 
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A Look at Europe 
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HE Pilgrims brought their few Bibles with them 
oom Europe to America. For many years there- 
after Bibles were shipped. from England across the 
Atlantic for the colonists in America. Immigrants 
from continental Europe brought Bibles in many 
languages. The principles of human relationships 
and of man’s relationship to God, as stated in these 
Bibles, influenced the developing pattern of Ameri- 
can life and became the foundation upon which our 
system of law and life was based. It was not until the 
period of the Revolution that Bibles could be pub- 
lished in America. For the Christian values and ideals 
embodied in the Declaration of Independence, the 
Constitution and the Bill of Rights, we are indebted 
in large part to the Bibles that came from Europe. 

Today American Christians have opportunity to 
pay our debt by helping provide Bibles for Europe as 
the nations of that continent are still seeking to 
reestablish normal and peaceful life after the devasta- 
tion and demoralization of two wars. The Scriptures 
have continuously been published and distributed in 
Europe during the past four centuries, but today mil- 
lions of homes either have no Bibles or do not read 
the Bibles they possess. The evangelical Churches 
that are concerned in the matter are not sufficiently 
strong to provide and distribute the Scriptures in 
adequate quantities to meet the need. Other 
Churches do not sense the urgency of bringing the 
Scriptures effectively into the hands and hearts of the 
multitudes for the purpose of leading men to Christ 
and of reestablishing firm foundations for national 
life. Even more tragic is the total ignorance of the 
Bible by the millions of persons who, though nomin- 
ally Christian, are in fact pagan and secular in their 
thinking and living. Europe today is a mission field 
of major importance. 

As elsewhere, so here the Scriptures in the lan- 
guage of the people are the indispensable tool for 
missionary evangelism. More important than guns, 
planes, food and money, Bibles are the sure bulwark 
against any enemy; for Bible reading engenders 
faith, morale, spiritual stamina, self-respect and re- 
spect for others. Without these no amount of material 
and weapons can ward off defeat and decay. 

It is a happy coincidence that in the year of the 
coronation of Queen Elizabeth II the British and 
Foreign Bible Society is completing one hundred and 
fifty years of missionary service. As a prelude to its 
jubilee celebrations, and in keeping with the national 
festivities, this Society has published and distributed 
several hundred thousand Coronation Bibles, Testa- 
ments and Gospels. These have been in English and 
have been distributed not only in England but 
throughout the Commonwealth. The demand _ has 
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been unparalleled, and several editions have b ee 
printed. These many volumes have a suitable decore 

tion and inscription. Though American Christian 
have not aided in providing these Scriptures, it is th 

hope of all that these Scriptures will be faithfully rea | 
and may thereby become a means of restoring Chrig 
tian faith in England. If such results are achieved, tht 
period of Queen Elizabeth’s reign may be well know 
as the revival of England. 

While preparations for the Coronation were wl 
way, winds and tides beat upon the coasts of Englane 
and the Netherlands. The greater damage was don 
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in the Netherlands, where the seas demolished many 
of the dikes that had withstood the fury of nature fo 
decades and centuries. In spite of the heroic efforts 
thousands of men and women, the seas poured ove 


the dikes and inundated great areas of fertile landf 
Homes, schools and churches were destroyed. Thout 
sands of persons lost their lives; more thousand 
escaped but are left homeless. Immediately the work 
of reclamation began. It will take many months 6m 
even years to pump out the water, rebuild houses 
and move people back to their homes. And as 
return, they will need new churches in many cor 
munities. Whether the churches are new ones or @ 
ones that survived the flood, they all will need pulp 
and pew Bibles and other Scriptures for Sundé 
schools. As soon as the floods came, the Americat 
Bible Society sent two thousand dollars to the Nethe 
lands Bible Society to provide Gospels for flood refi 
gees. It will require much more money if America I 
to do its share in helping provide Bibles for churches 
and homes as the people gradually return to thet 
lands to begin life and work again. 
The Netherlands is predominantly a Protesta 
nation. It has a strong missionary Bible Society 
which, except in times of emergency, is able to pro 
vide sufficient Scriptures for the nation’s needs. Be 
gium, its neighbor to the south, is almost totally Re 
man Catholic. The Belgian Bible Society is only seve 
years old. The two hundred Protestant churches a 
too small and too weak to provide sufficient funds t 
enable the young Society to meet the Scripture needs 
for a vigorous program of evangelism. Yet the 


churches are asking for more and more Bibles as they 
push forward in efforts to make the Gospel known 
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all the nation. These churches know how very imp | 
tant the Bible is, for nearly all—some persons say il 
—the evangelical churches in Belgium have co F 
into being as the result of pioneer work done by Bible 
colporteurs. 

At present six full-time colporteurs are at work ir 
Belgium. They are located in the densely populatec 
areas. The immediate need is for five more colpor- 
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eurs who can work in the smaller villages and rural 
reas. To be sure, many more workers could be used 
the cities. But he wise strategy of plans laid by the 
irectors of the Belgian Bible Society calls now for 
noving into the rural areas. For many years rural 
oung peuple have been going to the cities for em- 
jloyment. Here many have sought escape from the 
igid controls of the Roman Church and have had 
heir minds opened by new sights, sounds and ideas. 
n the cities many of the former youth from the 
ountry have come into contact with the evangelical 
thurches or have seen a Bible for the first time in 
heir lives. No great numbers have come into the 
shurch, but they know of its existence and influence. 
After years of work in the large centers, many of 
hese young people—now middle-aged or older—are 
eturning to the countryside to retire. Some have 
roken the church ties of their youth and have been 
nfluenced by the greater open-mindedness of the 
ities. Now they are fertile ground for sowing the 
eeds of the Gospel. The Belgian Bible Society is 
etermined to pioneer among these people and hopes 
employ four to six colporteurs for the work. If the 
pportunity:..is to be seized, additional help from 
broad must be provided. The need is for salaries, 
mall cars for rural transportation, and subsidies for 
educed prices on the Books distributed. If aggressive 
nd sustained work is undertaken, it isreasonable to ex- 
ect that history will be repeated, and new churches 
stablished as the result of Scripture distribution. 
France is more secular than Christian. ‘The evan- 
elical churches are few and small. The Roman 
atholic Church has lost its hold on most Frenchmen. 
n addition to their distribution program, the Bible 
ocieties are taking Scripture exhibitions to cities 
roughout the country. The exhibits are placed in 
rominent halls and are widely publicized. Thou- 
ands of persons have attended and have become ac- 
uainted with the Bible for the first time. Sales at the 
xhibitions are encouraging, but the essential follow- 
p work remains to be done. Colporteurs are needed to 
ork in the cities after the exhibition has moved on. 
Western Germany is being flooded with refugees 
om the East Zone. Most persons come empty- 
yanded across the border. Those who have had Bibles 
their homes have had to leave them behind. A few 
re anxious to have new Bibles immediately and so 
sk the chaplains at the refugee camps for copies. 
ost refugees have done little Scripture reading in 
heir homes but are glad to receive New ‘Testaments 
r Gospel portions for free-time reading during the 
ndless days of waiting and moving before they find a 
ew home. The influx of refugees is not constant, but 
yn several occasions there have been as many asa thou- 
and persons a day crossing into West Berlin alone. 
_ The churches of West Germany have been slow to 
ense and respond to the opportunity to evangelize 
hese migrant masses. A conference of German 
Yhurch leaders in June 1953 considered the problem 
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but did not make plans for immediate action com- 
mensurate with the need. The British and Foreign 
Bible Society is placing a new worker on the field and 
is supplying substantial quantities of Testaments and 
Bibles. But only as far greater supplies are provided 
from America will the need be met. At present the 
American Bible Society is printing 200,000 Ilus- 
trated Luke and Acts in Berlin for distribution: pri- 
marily to refugees. In addition 50,000 small Gospels, 
10,000 ‘Testaments and 5,000 Bibles are being sup- 
plied for immediate distribution through chaplains 
and interested churches. But this supply will soon be 
exhausted, and additional supplies must be made 
available. Especially must grants of Testaments and 
Bibles be increased for distribution to those who 
become interested through reading Gospels. 

New regulations providing for greater freedom of 
evangelical work have recently been promulgated in 
East Germany. As yet these have not been imple- 
mented so as to permit the full freedom needed for 
providing Scriptures for that area. We must have 
funds to move quickly when the door opens. But even 
with doors closed, ways have been found by which the 
American Bible Society has been able to provide 
approximately 1,200,000 volumes of Scriptures for 
East Germany since 1947. Of these, 316,000 have 
been whole Bibles. 

Getting Scriptures into other communist countries 
has been a precarious venture. Lest the work «may 
be halted and the recipients be endangered, it is 
better not to state what and how it has been done. 
Suffice it to say that many thousands of volumes have 
effectively been distributed. 

No sure way has been discovered to get Bibles into 
Russia. Many schemes have been proposed, but none 
has been practical or possible. ‘The American Bible 
Society is persistently seeking ways to send its very 
large stock of Russian Scriptures into Russia. We are 
ready to move as soon as the door opens. And while 
we are seeking the opening, we have publicly offered 
our stock of Scriptures free of charge to any person or 
organization that can give assurances that the Books 
can be got into Russia. To date no one has responded 
to the offer. 

Spain, Portugal and Italy are served by the British 
and Foreign Bible Society. Sweden, Norway, Fin- 
land and Denmark have their own Societies. ‘These 
nations receive some help from time to time from 
America. Greece and Turkey are regularly served 
through permanent Agency programs. The need in 
the southern European countries is great, and the 
difficulties are many. 

More than anything else, Europe today needs the 
printed Word of God in its many languages. It needs 
men and women who will devote themselves to 
distributing the Scriptures in a manner that will 
result in thoughtful, regular reading. America must 
pay its debt of faith and life by providing the 
Scriptures and workers now. 
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Sowing the Seed in Thailand 
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From the “Land of the White Elephant” the Society’s Secretary in Bangkok presents 
some glimpses of his expanding program 
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HE doorbell rang. It was after office hours at the 

Bible House, and therefore we thought perhaps 
friends had come to see us. I went to the door to greet 
them. Upon opening the door I saw a fine-looking 
couple but complete strangers. The woman, being 
Thai, spoke first. Her face was radiant, and in only a 
few minutes I perceived that she was a joyful Chris- 
tian. She told of the miraculous work that the Lord 
had done in her soul. She is a Thai girl who had 
grown up in a provincial center about a hundred 
kilometers north of Bangkok. During the war she met 
and married a Dutch-Indonesian soldier. Later they 
moved to Java. Not knowing the language and living 
in strange and new surroundings, she was quite lone- 
some. One day she listened to the radio. Suddenly she 
heard someone speaking in Thai. He was telling the 
“Good News” of the Gospel, for it was the Thai 
Christian Program prepared in Thailand but broad- 
cast by the Far Eastern Broadcasting Company of

Manila. Her heart found joy in this message. Day 
after day she listened to the program. She wrote in to 
the broadcasters and received a Thai New Testa- 
ment. Ere long she responded, believed with all her 
heart, and was thoroughly saved by faith in Christ as 
her personal Saviour. 

They had now come to our door, for she wanted an 
Old Testament too. Her husband, a professing Chris- 
tian, had told her some of the Old Testament stories. 
She wanted to read them for herself. How glad we 
were to supply an Old Testament to her! Then she 
gave us 200 baht to be used to get Gospel portions out 
to others who know not the ‘‘Good News.” A real 


experience of salvation gave her sincere concern for 
others.

These new friends were staying in a hotel, foy 
they were on their way to Holland for furlough. That 
evening we went to visit them at their hotel. We hac 
a blessed time of fellowship, talking about the things 
of the Lord. Some of her relatives were there, too, 
and we perceived that she had witnessed to them. 
This gave us a further opportunity to testify and ex 
plain the Gospel to them. Thus the Word of God} 
crossed boundaries to come to a stranger in a stranges 
land and brought joy and gladness to a lonely heart. 

The Protestant Christians of Buddhist Thailand 
number less than one tenth of one percent of the§ 
country’s 18,000,000 people, and many of these are= 
illiterate. Consequently most of the Scripture dis- 
tribution is made among non-Christians. In addition} 
to the expansion of the established missions, whichf 
has been made possible by the recent arrival of new 
missionaries and by the establishing of new missions, 
the work among the so-called tribes has been moving# 
forward with promise. Several missionary families 
have located among them or near them, where they} 
are in constant touch with them. This is true of suc 
as the three types of Miao, the Yao, the Lisu, the 
Lahu and the Akka. Extensive itineration and evan- 
gelization trips have been made to these formerly} 
neglected peoples of the hills and mountains. In a few} 
years, when more of the language has been acquire 
we hope to hear of a great turning to God among} 
them. Also, more work has been done to reach the 
Karens in northwestern Thailand; an island off thes 
east coast of the southern peninsula has been visited 
in an extensive missionary tour; a boat has been built 
to ply the waters of the Mekong River and tributaries, | 
in the northeastern section of Thailand; and | 
advance has been made in helping and preaching tok 
the thousands of lepers all over the country. : 

From the reports coming from workers among the} 
tribes I quote the following as revealing the problems 
that arise and call for a rugged faith. One worker} 
writes: q

the one of whom I wrote you, came again and told me } 
that not only is he believing in Christ, but also others in | 
his village. He reports some opposition coming from the 
opium traders and also from the spirit doctors, but there} 
seems to be a real interest in the Gospel among the a 
here.

Progress with the language is very slow, but we thin 
we have won the confidence of the people to a certain} 
extent.

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ains tell us that the Yao at first thought that we wanted 
o get their confidence and then would cut out their hearts 
ind send them to America to make atomic bombs. Possibly 
og is the story of Chinese opium dealers, who know that 
+hristian Yao won’t be producing opium. The devil has 
forked very hard against us in several ways, and has not 
essened his pace, but the Lord is and will be victorious,

_A missionary wrote: 

It was in April 1951 that we first saw the Island of Koh 
pamui. We had been in Thailand a few months only and 
ent there to escape the heat of Bangkok. We felt very 
nuch burdened for the people there, as we found there 
as no Gospel witness on the Island. We gave out tracts, 
but we felt we should do something more. Since then we 
have often prayed for the people on the Island and hoped 
or an opportunity to go back there. Then in March and 
April of 1952 the Lord opened the way. 

A dear native friend and co-worker in the Gospel came 
nd offered to go with me. We had about a thousand Bible 
bortions and went to see what could be done. We found it 
hard to gather the people to meetings or in larger groups, 
0 we decided to do house-to-house work. It was surprising 
o see how eager the people were to buy the books. In two 
lays we sold all we had. Believing the Lord wanted us to 
lo more, we sent a wire to the Bible House in Bangkok, 
aying, “Send us five more boxes of Gospel portions.” 
feanwhile we went back to the mainland, and it was 
tbout three weeks before we returned. This time we were 
) party of nine, all Christians on fire for the Lord. First we 
ad some meetings at Na Thorn, and we rejoiced to see 
bne Chinese step out, confessing that he had been a Chris- 
ian before and now wanted to follow Jesus again. There 
ere also five or six more who said they wanted to believe. 
Later we heard that there was a Buddhist festival at a 
blace some miles away, so we decided to go there. The 
sland is very mountainous, and the rivers and brooks 
low in deep ravines. There are few bridges, and it was a 
yerve-racking experience, rushing down one steep slope 
and then climbing up the other side. I have seldom trav- 
sled on any roads so difficult. We had very good oppor- 
‘unities to preach and distribute Gospels here for two 
days. We found very little opposition, although there were 
some who spoke against us. 
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From here we went to the other side of the Island. We 
wanted to reach the people scattered in the coconut groves 
along the coast and in the valleys. In many places we had 
to drag our bicycles over steep hills and along sandy 
stretches. Once we came to a small village where all the 
people were gathered in a home to prepare for some family 
celebrations; they were very courteous and invited us in. 
We held up some posters we had along, and from them we 
tried to explain the way to salvation. They listened atten- 
tively and afterwards bought a set of books each. That day 
we had lunch with a Chinese man; he seemed very much 
interested in the Gospel, so we sent him some more books 
later. 

It is a hard job, struggling along a jungle path with a 
heavily loaded bicycle in the tropical heat; but oh, what a 
joy it gives! Our only worry was that we couldn’t reach all 
we wanted to, What about those who never have an oppor- 
tunity to hear or read the Gospel? 

We also went to Koh Pangan, a smaller island close by, 
for two days. One man in the market place there lent us a 
big kerosene lamp, so we could have a street meeting at 
night. Many people listened, and we distributed a great 
many books. In our eagerness to continue the work we 
almost missed the boat the next day. We had to take a 
small canoe out to the ship, and it could easily have been 
the end of the story in the big waves outside the reef before 
we reached the ship. But God held His protecting hand 
over us and delivered us from every danger. How thankful 
we were that He had enabled us to do this work! This is 
sowing, but we know that one day there will be an in- 
gathering.

HESE three posters for Universal Bible Sunday, 

December 13, 1953, are among the first to be 
received from foreign Secretaries of the Society. The 
center one, prepared by the Korean Bible Society, is 
flanked by French and Spanish imprints being circu- 
lated in Latin America. 

While accurate statistics on the observance of 
Universal Bible Sunday by local churches are impos- 
sible to assemble, it appears that not less than 75,000 
congregations in the United States annually cele- 
brate the Bible’s Day on the second Sunday of De- 
cember or some nearby Sabbath. This is marvelous 
testimony to the vitality and relevance of God’s Word. 

Even more impressive is the growing observance 
of Bible Sunday abroad. Significant is the report from 
the Bible Society Agency in Chile, which has been 
duplicated in Argentina and other countries: “‘Bible 
Sunday is becoming the outstanding event in the 
Evangelical Church’s calendar year.” 


An unusual item crept into the report from the 
North Andean Agency in South America. It said: 


This special day was celebrated as usual on the second 
Sunday in December and we are glad to report there is a 
definite increase in interest, as the following note received 
from one of the missionaries indicates: ““We celebrated 
Bible Day earlier this month and had a very happy time. 
The collection here was one hen, one piece of yuca, four 
oranges, three eggs, ten bananas and S./.231 in cash.” 


In Congo style the Bible’s Day was also distinctive: 


It was Bible Sunday, and in the church building at 
Bolenge, Belgian Congo, about six hundred were assem- 
bled for worship. It was an unusual service. The Word of 
God was read in twelve languages! Yes, twelve of them! 
Five of the languages could be called languages of the 
white man—these were French, Swedish, English, He- 
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brew and Greek. The other seven were languages of God

“Burma Road” to China, they had special arrangemen} 
for Bible Sunday. There was no sermon: instead, ee: 
the Bible Society and its work were dramatized. The Bib 
Sunday service not only helped the people to know mor 
about the Bible Society and its work but also encourage 
them to have family prayers in their homes.
